AGREES TO’ STAY A YEAR. 


Physician Explains How the 
Agreement Was Fulfilled 
and Patient Was 
Seized. 


The mysterious absence from the city of 
Dillon. B. Hutchinson, one of the pioneer 
real estate men of Chicago, was explained 
when members of his family admitted he had 
been abducted in keeping with his own agree- 
ment. | 

Mr. Hutchingon, who is the father-in-law 
of Richard T. Crane Sr., founder of Crane 
company, disappeared from his office, 84 
Washington street, on Feb. 12. As far as was 
known by hie friends until yesterday, he was 
last seen by Robert C. Garrabrant, a re- 
tired capitalist, who has a desk in Mr. Hutch- 
inson’s office. 

Dr. William Cuthbertson, 171 Forty-sev- 
enth street, who has offices at 02 State street, 
the Hutchinson family physician, admitted 
he assisted in abducting the real estate man 
at the request of the other members of the 
tamily. 

Taken to Canada Sanitarium. 

“Mr. Hutchinson is in the Homewood 
sanitarium at Guelph, Canada, for his 
health,“ said Dr. Cuthbertson. “‘ Some time 
ago Mr. Hutchinson signed an agreement to 
go to the sanitarium. Before any one be- 
comes a patient there he must sign an agree- 
ment to remain @ year. At the same time 
he added to the agreement that in case he 
should refuse to go to the sanitarium, when 
his condition required it, he would agree 
to being taken there by force. In spite of 
his agreement, it is true, he now thinks he 
is cured, and wants to return to the tity, 
but the family knows it Is best for him to 


remain at the resort.“ 


Dr. Cuthbertson said he was assisted in the 
abduction by a nephew of Mr. Hutchinson,’ 
whose name he could not remember, and by 
a detective. He said they met Mr. Hutch- 
inson outside the door of his office, hustled 
him into a ¢arriage, and drove to the depot. 


Personal Friend Is Amazed. 


"The last seen of Mr. Hutchinson,“ eaid 
his business associate and personal friend for 
the last thirty years, Robert C. Garrabrant, 
Was on the morning of Feb. 12. He came 
to the office early, as usual. About 9 o’clock 
he left the office, saying, ‘I will be back in 
ten minutes, I am going out for a drink,’

Nothing was heard 
ot him for days and weeks. His mail was 
delivered at the office, with no one to take 
charge of it, and a number of big real estate 
deals were held up because of his absence. 
It was a mystery to all of us. 
Daughter Clears the Mystery. 

“In a roundabout way, after the return of 
his wife and daughter, Mrs. Crane, from Cal- 
ifornia three weeks ago, we heard he had 
been taken to a sanitarium. Mrs. Crane in- 
formed Mr. Jubb of the contracting firm of 
Jubb @ Eshelmann that her father will not 
return to the city until next February, and 
possibly will not resume his business. 

Since May I the firm of Jubb & Eshelmann 
has assumed the lease of Mr. Hutchinson’s 
offices at 84 Washington street. The game 
of D. B. Hutchinson, Real Estate, has 
been removed from the office doors and the 
building directory. 

At the time of Mr. Hutchinson's disappear- 
ance he had three real estate deals pending 
with Townsend Smith, a close friend, who 
has an office in the Title and Trust building, 
100 Washington street. 

Some Deals Are Tied Up. 

“The deals averaged about $50,000 each, 
said Mr. Smith, Just after Mr. Hutchin- 
son disappeared, one of them, the sale of 
forty acres of land in Irving Park, to a Mr. 
Hield, was completed. His commission, 
about $800, was taken to Mr. Hutchinson's 
Office, but there was no one there to pay it to. 
I made several efforts to locate Mr. Hutchin- 
son. I sent two registered letters to the 
sanitarium and know by the fact that he 
signed the receipt that he received them, but 
I have received no reply. It was one of the 
boldest cases of kidnaping I ever heard of. 
It is true Mr. Hutchinson often drank too 
much, but he was well able to transact busi- 
ness the day he was carried off. 


Judge of Realty Values. 

Mr. Hutchinson had occupied offices at 84 
Washington street for thirty years. He was 
particularly well acquainted with the values 
of land in various parts of the city. He was 
the foremost’ witness for the Northwestern, 
the Metropolitan, and the South Side ele- 
vated railroad companies in their condemna- 
tion proceedings, and has figured in most of 
the school board’s condemnation suits for 
school sites. He is 65 years old. 

Members of the family do not expect him 
to take any legal steps to get out of the 
sanitarium. Under present conditions, his 
friends say, he couldn’t if he wanted to. 


FALL FROM BED ON CUSPIDOR 
FATAL TO AGED ARCHITECT. 


Alonzo B. Jones, Noted Designer and 
Ardent Yachtsman, Killed in His 
Own Apartment. 


New York, May 16.—[Special.]—As the re- 
sult of an injury received by falling from his 
bed Alonzo B. Jones, 60 yelrs old, a retired 
architect, who lived in bachelor apartments 
at 140 Bast Twenty-seventh street. died in 
Bellevue hospital tonight. He was an ardent 
yachtsman and was a prominent member of 
the New York Yacht club. 

Dr. W. O. Moore, a friend, who lived in the 
same house, was returning from a late call 
at 2 o'clock this morning. As he passed Mr. 
Jones’ room he saw that the door was ajar. 
The physician entered the room and found 
Mr. Jones lying unconscious on the floor of 
his bedroom. A hasty examination showed 
that a large piece of a broken china cuspidor 
was imbedded in the man's side. There was 
a large pool of blood on the floor. 

When removed to Bellevue Mr. Jones sank 
rapidly until! last night when he died. Dr.

CHURCH TO CONDONE ACT. 


Avowal of “‘Grieyous Transgression“ 
Wrings Pardon from His Deacons. 


New York, May 16.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
John Lewis Clark, pastor of Bushwick Ave- 
nue Congregational church, admitted tonight 
to the trustees and deacons of his church that 
he had committed a wrong in marrying WI II- 
iam Ellis Corey and Mabelle Gilman and 
begged the forgiveness of his church. As one 
act of atonement he safd he has returned 
Corey's fee, which is stated to have been 
$1,000. f 

At a meeting tonight the trustees consented 
to forgive the minister and share with him, 
as they put it, the humiliation. and cha- 
grin ’’ he had brought upon the church. 


Pastor’s Plea for Forgiveness. 

Pastor Clark’s confession of wrongdoing 
was contained in a letter to the trustees of 
his church, dated May 16. The letter follows: 

„Gentlemen: My professional conduct as 
a congregational minister in performing the 
wedding ceremony at the Hotel Gotham on 
May 14, having been challenged, I desire to 
say that upon reflection and examination I 
am convinced that without intention I did 
wrong in my office as a congregational min- 
ister, ta my church and the Christian con- 
ception of the marriage relation. 

J most sincerely regret having used my 
ecclesiastical office to sanction this wedding, 
and I beg pardon of my church and denomina- 
tion for having, unwillingly, and without due 
examination and reflection, been induced to 
officiate. I will humbly receive any censure 
which may be visited upon me, for I realize 
increasingly the gravity of my transgression. 
I have returned the fée which was given me 
and ask for such charitable judgment as 
Christian forbearance may. afford, 

It this great error, which was not commiit- 


ted with evil intent, cun be condoned, I prom- 


ise most solemnly in the future that all my 
uses of my ecclesiastical office shall be strict- 
ly within the principles and practices of my 
denomination. JOHN LEwIs CLARK.“ 


Church to Share Humiliation. 

A committee made up of trustees and dea- 
cons of the church met at 7 o’clock to dis- 
cuss the pastor's letter, and the meeting 
lasted until after 11. At the end of the meet- 


ing the committee gave out the pastor’s let- 


ter and the following statement: 

The prudential committee of the Bush- 
wick Avenue Congregational church, having 
received a statement from our minister, the 
Rev. John Lewis Clark, records its sorrow 
at the situation in which he find himself in 
having officiated, without due examination 
and reflection, at a wedding on May 14. We 
record our abhorrence of the use of the office 
of the Christian ministry to sanction such 
weddings and our gratitude that our minis- 
ter now sees with increasing clearness the 
gravity of his transgrégsion and the moral 
and Christian principles involved. We ac- 
cept his Interpretation of his action as with- 
out evil in „ As careless, without due ex- 
amination ald reflection, believing in his 
integrity as a man of righteous purpose and 
as a Christian minister, and we recommend 
to our church that, in view of his statement, 
no action be taken, that his offense be con- 
doned, and that we share with him the hu- 
miliation and chagrin, striving, by mutually 
pearing each other's burdens, to exercise 


that spirit of forgivenness and cultivate that 


spirit of love which our religion enjoins.

Minority Clerk in House, Jealous, 
Wounds Peruvian Attache. 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—- [Special. }— 
Alejandro Garland Jr., attaché of the Peru- 
Wlan legation, was stabbed and seriously 
wounded by Charles A. Edwards, secretary 
of the democratic congressional campaign 
committee and clerk to the house minority 
organization, of which John Sharp Williams 
is chairman, shortly before 1 o'clock this 
morning. 

The affray took place in front of the fash- 
ionable De Soto apartment house in Massa- 
chusetts avenue. Out of the mystery which 
surrounds the affair the police have devel- 
oped the fact that the fight was over a woman 
whose name is given as Miss Louise Scott. 

The extent of the Peruvian’s wounds is not 
known. He is at the residence of Dr. George 
N. Ruffin, two squares from the De Sota 
where he ran soon after he was stabbed. Dr. 
Ruffin tonight refused to discuss the affair, 
not even giving the extent of Garland’s in- 
juries. 

Edwards Leaves Town Hurriedly. 

Edwards left town this morning without 
seeing any ot his friends. At his apartments 
it was said he may be away for several days. 
Where he went is not known. Miss Scott 
gave up her room at the De Soto this fore- 
noon, 

There were several witnesses to the fight. 
Edwards, who had been in New York for a 
week, returned to Washington late Wednes- 
day and called at the De Soto about midnight 
and asked for Miss Scott. who had a room 
in an apartment with Miss Raison. He was 
told Miss Scott had gone out early in the 
evening and had not returned. Edwards 
remained about the entrance to the building 
a few moments and soon Miss Scott was seen 
coming up the street with Garland. 

When the young woman and her escort 
turned into the walk leading up to the en- 
trance to the building they were met by 
Edwards, who, it is alleged, attacked Gar- 
land. The two fought for several minu 
the girl attempting to separate them. 

Knife Drawn in Struggle. 

It ig alleged by witnesses that Edwards 
drew a knife and in the struggle succeeded 
in inflicting a wound in Garland’s shoulder. 
Mise Scott ran screaming toward Fourteenth 
street, follawed by Edwards. At Fourteenth 
street she was met by Clerk Lippincott of 
Portland, who accompanied her back to the 
De Soto. Edwards went to his home at the 
Rockingham, Rhode Island avenue. Garland, 
with blood streaming from his wound, went 
to the residence of Dr. Ruffin. 

When Edwards went to his apartments in 
the Rockingham his clothes were covered 
with biood, and he told the engineer he had 
been assaulted. Mrs. Edwards said this 
morning her husband had left home imme- 
diately after breakfast. 

In view of the fact that Garland is con- 
nected with the diplomatio corps there is 
likely to be no prosecution of Edwards un- 
lers the injuries he inflicted result so seri- 
ously as to necessitate proceedings.

COUP ENDS LONG DEADLOCK. 


Result Victory for La Follette and His 
Reform Policies. 


Madison, Wis., May 16.—[ Special. }—Isaac 
Stephenson of Marinette wag nominated to- 
night by the republican caucus to succeed 
John C. Spooner in the United States senate, 
thus ending the deadlock which began nearly 
five weeks ago. The wealthy lumberman 
was chosen on the first ballot. His formal 
electiom will take place tomorrow at noon in 
joint session. 

The victory for Stephenson when the toga 
seemed almost within the grasp of W. H. 
Hatten is due to a coup by Lieut. Gov. Con- 
nor, who turned to Stephenson the votes of 
Assemblymen Goldsworthy and Nelson. 
These men had been counted on by the Hat- 
ten forces to support their candidate. 

Say Connor Gets Even.“ 

Partisans of some of the defeated candi- 
dates attribute Connor’s action to revenge 
on, Hatten, who last fall endeavored to oust 
Connor from the state chairmanship and 
elect his business associate, W. H. Dicks; 
others to an attempt made by Connor to 
bind Hatten to support Connor in the future, 
which Hatten refused. 

The first indication of the break came when 
Assemblyman McGregor, himeelf once a 
strong candidate, left the Hatten column 
and voted for Lenroot. This change was 
greeted with applause by the Stephenson 
forces. Then when the name of Assembly- 
man Goldsworthy was called and he an- 
nounced he would vote for Stephenson, an- 
other shout went up. After that it was a 
case of getting on the band wagon. Stephen- 
son secured 55 votes. 

Exchange Good Wishes. 

Supporters of Hatten and Esch then moved 
to make the nomination unanimous, and the 
legislators and their friends hastened to Mr. 
Stephenson's headquarters at the Park hotel, 
where congratulations were exchanged. 

The election of Stephenson is regarded as 
another decided victory for Senator La 
Follette, who all along favored the election 
of his old friend from Marinette, who has 
furnished the sinews by which La Follette 
has been able to wage his battles of reform 
the last half dozen years.

A movement which has for its object the 
making of extensive improvements on the 
west and northwest sides for the benefit of 
business interests of that portion of the city 
was started yesterday by the West Side 
Commercial league.

This was decided upon at a meeting of 
members of the league held at the Security 
bank, Milwaukee avenue and Carpenter 
street. Among those who spoke in favor of 
the movement were Ald. Sitts and Ald. 
Dever of the Seventeenth ward, who prom- 
ised to draft resolutions on the opening of 
Carpenter street and present them to the 
council at its next meeting. 


Another Bridge Greatly Needed. 


It has been a long standing complaint on 
the part of north and west side merchants 
that there is no bridge across the river in a 
north and south direction between Halsted 
street and Western avenue. Many mer- 
chants doing business at the Randolph street 
market are now compelled to go, in some 
instances, several miles out of their way in 
order to reach Halsted street, the only 
through thoroughfare north and south lead- 
ing reasonably near the market place. 

When the proposed extension of Randolph 
market is completed Carpenter street will 
be one of the main thoroughfares leading to 
the mart, but unless the street is opened 
up as a through street, it is pointed out, it 
will be of little benefit to the big section of 
the city lying north of the north branch of 


the river.

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MANGLED BY AN L ‘TRAIN 


Clinging to Open Gate and Spinning 
Around Like a Top, John Frank 
is Dragged Almost to End of High 
Platform, When His Life Is Saved 
by H. H. Ades—Guard of Coach Is 
Censured by Conductor for Disobey- 
ing Rules. 


John Frank, 4 years old, 505 Fifty-third 
avenue, came near losing his life last night 
in his attempt to board a moving train on the 
Oak Park elevated railroad at Canal street 
station. He will lose both of his legs. 

As he grasped the gate of the moving car 
he fell, and, spinning around like a top, he 
was whirled to the end of the platform before 
the train could be stopped. He would have 
been thrown to the ground, thirty feet be- 
low, had not H. H. Ades, 6442 Yale avenue, a 
passenger who had alighted from the train, 
caught him just as he was sliding over the 
end of the platform. Frank’s legs were bad- 
ly crushed and he was injured internally, 


Gates Held Open by Guard. 

J. H. Veto, the guard between the first and 
second coaches, seeing Frank running for 
the train, and desiring to be accommodating, 
held the gates open to allow him to jump on, 
but Frank tripped on a loose plank in the 
platform just as he reached the open gates 
and was thrown between the cars and the 
platform. 
Ades had alighted from the rear coach of 
the train, and, hearing Frank's screams, ran 
to his assistance. Ades was the only person 
on the platform at the time and had he not 
been there to catch him, Frank would have 
fallen ‘to the ground when the train had 
whirled him to the end of the platform. 


Legs Must Be Amputated. 

C. L. Hervy, conductor in charge of the 
train, censured Veto severely for not closing 
the gates before the train started. Veto, he 
said, had been in the company 8 employ but 
a few weeks, but had béen told of the com- 
pany’s instructions which prohibit guards 
from allowing passengers to attempt to 
board trains which are moving, and which 
prohibit guards holding open the gates as an 
inducement to passengers to attempt to board 


a moving train. 
Veto was not arrested, but the conductor 


said he would be discharged from the com- 
pany’s employ. Frank, who is a wood 
finisher, was taken to the county hospital 
by the police. The physicians there said 
both of his legs would have to be amputated.

The question whether the preacher was 


actuated by anything more than a desire for 
“literary exercise” when he penned his 
scorching thoughts for Mrs. Charles Stanley 
Campbell, 643 Foster avenue, who later lost 
the amatory épistles, is yet unsettled. 

Members of the church committee held 
numerous conferences last night in the laun- 
dry at 3508 North Clark street, where Charles 
B. James, one of the deacous, works, and 
at the residences of the two persons imme- 
diately involved, in a vain attempt to come 
to an understanding. 


May Split the Congregation. 

If a serious attempt is made to recall Mr. 
John to his charge the church will be split 
into factions composed respectively of friends 
and enemies of Mr. John and the winsome 
authoress with whom his name has been 
linked by the writer of the ananymous let- 


ters which disclosed the scandal of the love 


letters. 

Members of the choir and women of the 
congregation patrolled the street in groups 
at night, talking of the scandal and indulg- 
ing in warm discussion. They stopped to 
peer into the windows of lighted residences 
to see what was going on inside, and hounded 
the steps of the reporters who were hunting 
for the facts. 

The most important real development of the 
day was the receipt by Mr. James of the 
latest anonymous letter written to William 
Pettigrew of Oak Park, which appeared to 
indicate marked animus against the preacher. 
The letter was in the same handwriting as 
the preceding anonymous letters and read: 

You have done all that was desired, and then 
some. Thanks. We are even with J. J. for any- 
thing we ever had against him, We hear they are 
expecting the rest of the bunch (of letters) to turn 
up, but they have been burned. Neither one of the 
two concerned need hope for any help from this 
direction. ' 

First Chapter of Book Is Out. 

What purported to be the first chapter of 
Mrs. Campbell's now famous book was 
given out, but Mrs. Campbell was not over- 
anxious to claim its authorship. She said 
the book ls where I cannot get my hands 
on it,“ and added that a poem attributed 
to her was written by Mr. Edward, an Eng- 
lishman. Her 9 year old daughter, however, 
said the chapter was written by her 
mother. The story sounds like Mrs. Brad- 

don and Laura Jean Libby mixed, and 
starts out: 

„Come on home, Esther. There is no good can 
come of grieving,’’ declared pretty Caroline Car- 
nu von, with a shudder and not cheerful glance at 
the towering pine that stood, tall and sentry Uke, 
in the gathering shadows of the northern darkness.

Columbus, O., May 16.—The negro ques- 
tion was put squarely before the Presbyteri- 
an general = , which met here today, 
by the Rev. ra ra Landrith of Nashville, 
Tenn., who 2224203 separate schools and 
separate churches for the colored race. 

Dr. Landrith was the moderator of the 
last Cumberland Presbyterian assembly be- 
fore it united with the main church. He de- 
livered the opening of the 119th general as- 
sembly today. 

Touching upon the race problem in the 
south, Dr. Landrith said: 

“The certain remedy for all racial ills lies 
in the direction of good schools and churches 

but racially separate schools—in 
which children taught the dignity and, as 
far as possible, the arts of honest toil, and 
good, but for the best interests of all con- 
cerned, racially separate congregations, in 
which christianity and not the murderous 
prejudices of racial and sectional hatred are 
preached.”’ 


Dr. Roberts Is Moderator. 

The election of a moderator promised an 
exciting contest when the 900 delegates were 
called to order at the opening of the as- 
sembly. Dr. W, H. Roberts of Phila- 
delphia, stated clerk of the assembly for 
the last fourteen years, was the leading 
candidate, but some opposition had devel- 
oped before the assembly met. His op- 
ponents claimed that he had for years been 
honored enough by the church, and should 
give way to some one else. 

In the afternoon, however, Dr. Roberts was 
triumphantly elected, all opposition being 
withdrawn. 

The Rev. Robert Hunter, D. D., of Phila- 
delphia, the Rev. T. W. Galloway of De- 
catur, III., the Rev. Aquilla Webb, Ph. D., of 
Boston, and the Rev. Theodore Bracken, D. 
D., of Kansas were elected temporary clerks. 


May Change Church Rule. 


One of the most important reports to be 
made during the assembly will be that of the 
special committee appointed at the lost as- 
sembly to consider the overture presented by 
the Cleveland Presbytéry proposing a con- 
solidation of the eight boards of the church 
into one large executive committee. This 
would result in materially changing the 
church government. 

The committee will recommend changes 
which will greatly enlarge the powers of the 
moderator and in effect practically make him 
the representative head of the church. It 
will recommend that he be given an admin- 
istrative council 

This extra power to moderators is to be ex- 
tended down to synods and presbyteries, giv- 
ing the moderators of those subsidiary or- 
ganizations authority between meetings. 

It will not be incumbent upon synods and 
presbyteries to adopt this plan, even should 
it carry, but the action will give them the 
power to do so if they so wish.

On securing this evidence they had Watson 
indicted. Watson is a farm laborer about 
65 years of age. 


Recalls Famous Newby Case. 

The Newby case concerned a man who 
proved to be John Burton, who came back 
to IIlinois from several years’ alleged wan- 
dering in the south and Secured a pension as 
William Newby, who had served a portion 
of the civil war in an Illinols regiment. The 
wife of William Newby received this man as 
her husband and a number of the neighbors 
who had known Newby well identified him, 
but the government sleuths became sus- 
picious of him, and they learned that he was 
not Bill Newby, but a man who had lived 
at the home of Newby before the ¢ivil war 
broke out, and who had enlisted in an Illinois 
regiment in the federal army, had deserted, 
and had after the war served several terms 
in the Kentucky and Tennessee peniten- 
tlaries. 

This man, after many tedious delays, was 
tried, convicted, and sentenced to five years 
in Chester penitentiary.

Topeka, Kas, May 16.—[Special.]—A pri- 
vate car stocked with liquors, taken to lola 
by the Leavenworth delegation to the state 
convention of the fraternal order of the 
Eagles, was raided late last night by the 
county attorney and sheriff while the dele- 
gates were making merry in the Santa Fé 
yards. 

President Hunt of the state organiza‘ion 
was in the car. but was not arrested, Eight 
of the Leavenworth delegates, all prominent 
in business circles, were arrested, charged 
with violation of the nuisance clause of the 
prohibitory law. Five of the men arrested 
are J. A. Braun, 8, Heale, J. N. Kavanaugh, 
W. H. Blouselt, J, Slaughtly. All were ar- 
raigned in the justice court this morning and 
released under 8800 bond to appear for trial 
in the District court. 

Iola was a wide open town until the recent 
crusade of thé attorney general began, and 
the Eagles ran a bar for the members of the 
order in a clubroom. The club was raided 
two weeks ago, however, the stewar@arrest- 
ed, and a permanent injunction issued by the 
District court restraining the further drink- 
ing of intoxicating liquor in the building. 


Car Raided; Liquor Confiscated. 

The town thus Retna made entirely “ dry,” 
the delegates provided refreshments for the 
convention by taking a well stocked private 
car to Iola. This was the car raided. The 
liquors were not being sold, but given away 
to members of the order. 

The county attorney and sheriff confiscated 
all the beer and liquor found in the car and 
will destroy it. The Eagles are making prep- 
arations to contest the case on the ground 
that the delegates had it only for their own 
use.

FIND LITTLE FAVOR WITH 40.

‘President Wright ot Illinois Federa- 


tien Issues Statement Astacking 
Party System for Lack of Indus- 
trial Laws—Members of Legislature 
Not Arraigned—Overproduction Is 
Said te Ge Cause of Idleness of 
Many Skilled Laborers. 


The session of the legislature which has 
just. closed has found small favor with. the 
Illinois Federation of Labor. President d- 
win R. _Wright issued a statement yesterday 
in which it is. claimed on the part of the 
organized labor of the state that the legis- 
lature has denie@ every measure which was 
introduced tending to the betterment of 
laboring conditions, and tha: Illinois is left 
last among the states in matters of industrial 
welfare. | 

Two bills are at the same time found com- 
mendable, the one which provides for a new 
Joliet penitentiary and the measure requir- 
ing the reporting of accidents to the authori- 
tles by employers. The manifesto also re- 
lieves from blame the individual members of 
the legislature and attacks the party system, 
which it is declared is responsible for the 
blocking of labor measures through the in- 
fluence of partisan organizations. 
Protection Denied, Says Statement. 

The administration measures,“ runs the 
statement, aimed to protect life and limb 
from unguarded machinery; our health 


‘through sanitary workshops; the welfare of 


those dear to us through proper protection, 
have all been denied. Our proposed legisla- 
tion for rajlroad and street railroad work- 
men has failed. The employer continues in 


_the enjoyment of an unreasonable advantage 


through the so-called fellow servant’ rule. 
The miners have failed in their efforts to 
secure the ‘agreed examining regulation.’ 


Other proposed legislation of a similar nature 


has failed.” 
The tatement closes with the following 


We expected. neath. We have received 
practically’ nothing in affirmative. legisia- 
tion, and we are not grateful." 


Many at Loss for Work. 

In the midst of tinprecedented commercial 
prosperity Chicago is burdened with a great 
army of unemploy of a type unusual even 
Thousands of skilled 
workmen are unableto find employment, ac- 
cording to the statements made by officials 
of the Employers’ association and.of the fed- 
eration of labor. The cause of this condition 
Is declared to be the result of too much pros- 
perity and consequent overproduction. 

The recent discharge of over 5,000 men by 


the Western Electric company and the clos- 


ing down of the Waukegan plant of the Amer- 
ican. Glucose company, throwing 1,500 men 
out of employment, are two of the main 
causes of the large number of expert laborers 
who are out of work. 

Job Offers an Explanation. 


The following explanation was given by 
Frederick W. Job, secretary of the Employ- 


| ers’ association, as the reason of the lack of 


work: 
„It is true that there are several thousand 


skilled men in Chicago who cannot find em- 
ployment. It is due tooverproduction. Many 
employers have been too optimistic and have 
overstocked the market. Of course, condi- 
tions will speedily adjust themselves to the 
new level. The men may be out of work for 
three or four months or more if they wait to 
get employment at their old work and at their 
old wages. In fields of unskilled labor we 
find that the supply is not equal to the de- 


mand.“ 
The settlement of the bricklayers’ strike 


enabled work to be resumed on the county 


building. The strikers had demanded a Satur- 
day pay day and finally agreed to a com- 
promise by which the masons will be paid by 
check on Saturday and the helpers in cur- 
rency on Mondays. 


FATAL FIGHT ON HIGH BUILDING. 


Foreman and Assistant Battle While 
Crowd in Street Looks On—One 
Hurled to Death. 


Macon, Ga., May 16.—[Special.] — There 
was a fight to the death 100 feet in the air 
this afternoon between Foreman Battle, in 
charge of the-work of constructing the fed- 
eral building. and D. M. Berry, one of his 
assistants, the latter being killed. People 
in the street below saw the men struggling 
about the top of the building. One hit the 
other. The stricken man then was seized by 
his antagonist and pushed off to the pave- 
ment below, death being instantaneous. 
Battle allegés he was attacked by Berry 
with an iron bar, and -only defended him- 


self.

The code of rules formulated by Chief Ship- 
Py ie as follows: 

All traffic must keep to the right. 

Heavy teams must get out of street car tracks on 
bridges, approaches to bridges, and at congested 
points, taking the right/hand: side of the street and 
letting light vehicles remain on the tracks. 

Vehicles standing at the curb must be faced in 
the direction of the current of traffic; that ia, all 
vehicles standing. on the north side of streets 
running east and west must face west. Those on 
the south side must face east. On streets running 
north and south all vehicles standing on the west 
side of the street must face south and those on the 
east side of the street must face north. 

In all cases, where possible, wagons must be un- 
loaded from tbe side and must stand side to the 
curb instead ot backed up to the curb. The traffic 
squad has been ordered to use its discretion in en- 
forcing this rule, as in some cases it is absolutely 
necessary to unload from the end, and impossible 
to unload from the side. 

At street intersections east and west going traffic 
and north and south going traffic will be allowed 
right of way alternately, so that blockades will be 
impossible. 


Sees End of Blockades. 

Chief Shippy regards the last named rule 
as of greatest importance. 

Crossing policemen have been given or- 
ders,“ he said, to open up both sides of a 
street at the same time, let traffic through, 
and then simultaneously open both sides of 
the crossing street, so that traffic will at no 
time he allowed to cross an intersection east 
and west, and north and south at the same 
time. For example, let us take Madison and 
State streets. The crossing. policemen will 
halt traffle on Madison street while traffic on 
both sides of State street is going through. 
Then traffic on State street will be halted long 
enough to allow traffic on both sides of Mad- 
ison street to pass through. I believe this 
system will prevent blockading. 

“One of the most serious problems of 
traffic is that offered at bridges. It usually 
takes a business man riding on a street car, 
longer to get across the bridge and through 
the few congested blocks south of the bridge 
than it takes Him to travel the entire distance 
from his residence to a bridge. The Clark 
street bridge furnishes à good fllustration. 
A mounted policeman has been, stationed at 
the north approach.to the bridge. From his, 


length of the bridge, and can direct 
without trouble. 


Will Gain Valuable Time. 

Heavy teams will be made to leave the 
tracks and keep to the side in crossing the 
bridge, and they also will be .-ept to the side 
of the streets passing through all congested 
sections and intersections. Only light ve- 
hicles which can easily keep ahead of the, 
cars will be allowed on the tracks at these 
points. In this way I believe every man 
coming downtown will be saved from ten to 
fifteen minutes’ valuable time.“

Says Railroads Lose Money. 


James Peabody, statistician for the Santa 
Fe, was on the stand most of the day. He 


‘contended under present rated the railroads 


lost money by hauling live stock. In refer- 
ence to the terminal charge of §2 a car at 
Chicago, he said the Santa Fe paid out in 
actual cash $1.83 a car on 7,969 cars handled 
in 1906 and that amount did not include any 
provision for the wear and tear to equip- 
ment or maintenance. 

It is claimed the Santa F@ lost $31.68 on 
every car of live stock hauled from San 
Angelo, Tex., to Chicago at present rates, and 
$19.92 on every car to Kansas City. From 
Pecos to Chicago the lose was $13.84 and to 
Kansas City $6.16, and from Midland, Tex., 
via Pecos, the loss was §67.15acar. The only 
rate under which the Santa Fe could realize 
a profit was from Fort Worth to Chicago 
and to Kansas City, but the road had not 
hauled a car from Fort Worth in years. 

It was shown the total claims paid for live 
stock killed by engines at crossings and 
otherwise during "1906 amounted to 8112. 
518.46, or 18.08 per cent of the total claims 
paid, whereas the gross earnings from live 
stock shipments for the same period were only 
6.23 per cent of the total gross earnings of 
the system. Mr. Peabody added: 

The Santa Fe is out of the live stock busi- 
ness as far as it can get out.

A bill fot an act authorizing cities, towns, and 


villages to permit the construction of surface and 
elevated ways. 
Any city, town. or village may, by ordinance duly 
passed, grant to any commission or board having 
jurisdiction over parks and boulevards the right 
to take and improve by means of surface or ele- 
vated ways for vehicles and pedestrians à street 
or streets not more than one mile in length in any 
one instance. And for that purpose to construct, 
maintain, and control all approaches, tnclines, and 
superstructures convenient or necessary for the 
purpose aforesaid. 


Section 1. Be it enacted. etc. : 


This bill gives a park board, with the 


permission of the city council, authority to 
make a surface or elevated boulevard not 
more than one mile in length which would 
ampiy provide for the connecting link be-

The bil} is the most sweeping and com- 
prehensive measure of the kind ever intro- 
iuced in the legislature. It is objection- 
able from every point of view. It shows 
that tha legislatnre is only too generous In 
yielding to the demands of any committee 
of prominent citizens, st.calied, from Ohl- 
cago, and that too littlé study is given to 
questions of this nature. 

We trust that Gov. Deneen will send for 
the eminent citizens who are responsible 
for these bills and inquire what the pur 
pose of them is. ‘ Unless they can offer 
some better explanation of their character 
and intentions than any we have been able 
to discover, we hope the governor will veto 
one or both of them forthwith. 


LOCAL MEAT INSPECTION. 
Secretary Wilson declares that the large 


the regulations made by the government 
and have spent millions of dollars to make 
their places models of sanitary conditions. 
The meat that is shipped from Chicago 
to other states or foreign countries may 
be relied upon as wholesome and clean, 
The effect of the secretary’s declaration 
will be beneficial to the Chicago trade in 
dressed meat, but there is another side 
of it which is not reassuring to the pes- 
ple of Chicago who are not engaged in 
the meat business. 

The government inspection Is effective 
wherever allowed. But houses which kill 
for the local trade only are not under any 
obligations to have government inspectors 
upon the premises. Some of them find a 
larger profit in selling meat without the 
government guarantee than in conforming 
with the requirements of the department 
of agriculture. The department has with- 
drawn its in rs from such houses, 
but the only penalty it can enforce for 


to forbid the entrance of meat from such 
houses into interstate commerce. Meat 
that is not good enough for the people of 
New York ig sold to the people of Chi- 
cago. Meat that could not be legally 
taken across Avenue A and sold in Ham- 
mond, Ind., may be sold anywhere in IIli- 
nols. 

Here is the opportunity for the city to 
show its vigilance for the health of the 
people of Chicago and the good name of 
the city in its dealings with the rest of 
the state of [llinois. It should be an easy 
matter for the local authorities to find 
out what slaughter houses have chosen 
to abandan government inspection and 
what houses have never asked for it. 
These are reasonably under suspicion. 
Those which have allowed the inspectors 
to be withdrawn rather than make the 
changes requested are confessedly in the 
wrong. Those which have never seen the 
need of government inspection because 
their trade is entirely local should be glad 
to have the certificate of a local inspector 
that their meat is good and their houses 
clean. Whether they see it in that light 
or not the city must insist upon an {nspec- 
tion as thorough and honest as that which 
obtains in the houses whose meat products 
are sent to other states. The people of 
Chicago are entitled to have as good meat 
as can be obtained in any part ot the 
country. The failure of the local authori- 
ties to do their plain duty in this matter 
in the past has given occasion for the gov- 
ernment to interfere. But the United 
States government itself is powerless to 
protect the health of the people of Chicago 
from unscrupulous local dealers; These 
must be restrained by their fellow towns- 
men. It wonld be a peculiarly useless bit 
of self-sacrifice if Chicago sent all {ts good 
2 away and fed on the rejected por- 

ons.

Roman newspapers are responsible for the 
stories that the startlingly sudden depart- 
ure from Italy of all the Montenegrin 
relatives of the queen and the abandon- 
ment at the last moment of the projected 
visit of the ruler of Montenegro to the Eter- 
nal City have been brought about by their 
alleged pecuniary exactions and by quarrels 
caused by their extravagant demands upon 
the purse of the king. 

That there has been a serious falling out 
between the king and his wife's family is 
quite clear. For the crown prince and 
crown princess of Montenegro, Princess Vera, 
the sister of the queen, and the latter's moth- 
er, Princess Milena of Montenegro, all were 
staying at the quirinal. where they were to 
have been joined by the queen's father, 
Prince Nicholas. Princess Milena’s sojourn 
was to have been of some duration, as she is 
in extremely bad health, and had come 
to Italy for medical treatment and for an 
ape ration. 

The entire party left Rome suddenly, with- 
out any warning, and without being accom- 
panied either by the king or the queen to 
the railroad station, and were in such a 
hurry to get away that they did not even 
wait to ascertain whether there were steam- 
boat connections, and, consequently, had 
to remain for three days at a most un- 
comfortable little hotel at Bart before they 
could find means of getting conveyed across 
the Adriatic to the Montenegrin port of An- 
tivart. 

It is known that a few hours before their 
departure from Rome the crown prince had 
a long and extremely stormy conversation 
with his brother-in-law, King Victor Em- 
manuel, which is said to have culminated in 
the king asking the crown prince when he 
proposed to bring his visit to a close. It 
is not, however, money matters which were 
the cause of their quarrel, but extremely 
pronounced differences of opinion on the 
subject of Italy's foreign policy. King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel is asserted to have intimated 
that he and his ministers alone were quali- 
fied to direct and. manage the foreign rela- 
tions of Italy, and to have resented as 
grossly impertinent the interference of the 
crown prince when the latter took upon him- 
self to condemn in no measured terms King 
Victor Emmanuel’s recent visit to Athens. 
Relations between the courts of Athens and 
Cettinje are extremely strained just at pres- 
ent, and the crown prince of Montenegro, 
prompted, it is understood, by his father, 
seems to have taken the ground that King 
Victor Emmanuel was bound to espouse the 
Montenegrin cause in the controversy, and 
to subordinate the political interests of Italy 
to those of Montenegro.

The crown prince of Montenegro is re- 
nowned for his lack of tact, and for his 
presumption, which have rendered him per- 
sona non grata at every court in Europe, 
and which led to an awkward contretemps 
in the foyer of the Opéra on the occasion of 
one of his visits to Paris. He is not even 
popular in his own country, where his 
younger brother, Mirko, a much more gifted 
and in every Way superior man, enjoys a 
far greater hold upon the affections of his 
countrymen. Every family has its differ- 
ences and squabbles.. These are bound to 
arise from time to time, even among the most 
united of relatives, but, of course, when 
the families happen to be of sovereign rank, 
the disputes attract worldwide attention and 
develop into questions of international im- 
portance. King VictOr Emmanuel is far too 
deeply attached to his wife not to relent in 
course of time towards her relatives, even 
towards her impossible and objectionable 
brother, the crown prince, and, therefore, 
the present quarrel, like others, soon will 
blow over.

Gen. von Kropatchek, who enjoys world- 
wide celebrity in connection with his inven- 
tion of rifles and of heavy ordmance, has 
signalized his |seventieth birthday, and the 
fiftieth anniversary of his receiving his first 
commission as an Officer, by retiring from 
the Austrian army, the equipment of which 
with his new guns is now about completed. 
He is succeeded in his office as inspector gen- 
eral and generalissimo of the artillery and 
as grand master of the ordnance by Archduke 
Leopold Salvator, who has devoted his en- 
tire life to making himself an expert In every- 
thing relating to ordnance, and who, now 
that Kropatchek has gone on the retired list, 
is looked upon as the foremost artillerist 
in Europe. He also is an adept in balloon- 
ing, and responsible for the adoption and 
development of aerial navigation by the Aus- 
trianarmy. He has made many ascents, and 
on a number of these occasions has been aoc- 
companied either by his wife, who isa daugh- 
ter of the Spanish pretender, Don Carlos, 
or by some of his tribe of nine children 
Archduke Leopold’s younger brother, Fran- 
cis Salvator, is married to the youngest 
daughter of Emperor Francis Joseph, and 
both archdukes belong to that branch of the 
house of Hapsburg of which the ex-grand 
duke of Tuscany is the chief, and of whose 
members the ex-crown princess of Saxony, 
the ex-archduke now known, as “ Leopold 
Woelfling.“ and the long missing and brilliant 
Archduke John have attracted the most at- 
tention in recent years.

Cortelyou Not Coveting Presidency. 

It is not generally known that Mr. Cortel- 
you could have had the gubernatorial nom- 
ination in New York in the place of Gov. 
Hughes, but declined to take it, preferring 
to remain in the cabinet. An objection that 
hag been raised against Mr. Cortelyou grows 
out of his connection with the republican 
campaign fund of 1904, but his friends say 
he can dispose of this objection whenever it 
shall prove necessary by simply stating that 
he was chairman and not treasurer of the 
committee and by quoting letters he wrote 
during the campaign refusing contributions 
sent to him which he did not consider clean. 

It would seem that a discussion of Mr. Cor- 
telyou's avallability might give rise to fric- 
tion in the cabinet. As a matter of fact, the 
relations between President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Cortelyou and Mr. Cortelyou and Mr. 
Taft are of the friendliest possible character. 
Only a few days ago the president gave voice 
to hig appreciation of the loyalty of his sec- 
retary of the treasury. The latter’s advice 
in regard to the conduct of the Taft cam- 
paign has been sought repeatedly and has 
been given honestly. When it- was asked, 
neither President Roosevelt nor Secretary 
Taft had the sligh doubt that the secre- 
tary of the treasury would not permit per- 
sonal ambition to stand if the way of a de- 
cision based upon his best Judgment.

L. T. Sherman would be in Washington with- 
in ten days to qualify for the office of mem-

“TI notice that some of the newspaper men 
have made the mistake of classing Speaker 
Cannon as reactionary,’’ he observed. “TI 
thought that everybody posted as to the his- 
tory of legislative and political affairs for the 
last four or five years knew better than this. 
The truth is, Mr. Cannon is the best successor 
President Roosevelt could have if certain 
policies are to be carried out. 

„The president himself cannot entertain 
such a view as to Speaker Cannon, as he is 
aware that in a number of close places in 
which he found himself the speaker was his 
right hand man and stood by him in face of 
the severest criticism. The speaker has spent 
many hours with the president formulating 
plans to aid in successfully, carrying out the 
desires of President Roosevelt as to impor- 
tant legislation that the people were deeply 
interested in. 

“I suppose it is true that in a number of 
minor matters the speaker did not fully 


share the views of the president, but this was | 


not true as to ali the great questions before 
congress in the last few years. Without the 
help of Speaker Cannon it is doubtful if Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would have succeeded in get- 
ting through half of the measures 
he is credited Only last summer the 
newspapers reported the president as intro- 
éucing the speaker to a friend at Oyster Bay 
as the next president of the United States. 
That ought to show the kindly feeling of the 
presiéent to Speaker Cannon.”

To use their 
words, it would be only in keeping with 
known facts to state that if a report on acre- 
age and conditions should be issued now, two 
weeks after the government report, it would 
indicate little if any more than 350,000,000 bu, 
as against the May 1 estimate of 396,000,000 
bu. What the condition will be on June 1 is 
purely a matter of conjecture, but we know 
that the damage is progressing and the area 
of infection constantly increasing. Condi- 
tions,in the spring wheat belt of the north- 
western states and in the Canadian north- 
west are so similar that they can be consid- 
ered as a whole. This is the middle of May, 
and in Manitoba the streams and lakes are 
frozen, and snow is still on the ground. Not 
20 per cent of the fall plowed land has been 
seeded, and no spring plowing Has been done. 
The Beed that has been sown has gone into 
lumpy frozen soil. A poor seed time means 
a poor harvest the world over. A late seed- 
ing always means a doubtful harvest, and in 
Manitoba it not only means a doubtful har- 
vest, but. undoubtedly frosted wheat. This 
house’s statement was extensive, with espe- 
cjal attention given to detail and statistics, 
It was one of the most bullish arguments yet 
put out by a commission house. 


Range of Values Broad. 


The sensational. range of values in the 
wheat market is shown by ihe following 
figures: May, 90%@06%c; July, 924%@00%c; 
September, 94%c@$1.00%; and December, 95c 
@$1.02. Final quotations were 96c for May, 
Sic higher; 98%%c for July, 4%@65c loftier;
